Dear Mr. Newman: 


Your letter of June 12. 1972 arrived today, and I thanlc 
you for your kind remarks regarding my article on specific gravity 
of United States Gold. 

I have not checked the specific gravity of 1850-60 San 
Francisco Mint gold coinage. Though my U. S. Gold Type Set lacks 
only one coin, I just don’t happen to have any coins of this mint 
for this period. I have talked to John Jay Pittman on early Cal- 
ifornia gold, and it appears the Augustus Humbert $50 slugs of 880 
and 887 fineness and the United States Assay Office of Gold of 884 
and 887 fineness were due to a lack of standard acids used in the 
refining process. If in fact some silver were used as a portion of 
the alloy, this would certainly show up in the specific gravity 
figures, and could result in a coin lighter in color than the 
Philadelphia Mint pieces. 

I have commenced to query my numismatic friends to run 
some ’S' mint pieces so I may run the Specific gravities. If I can 
arrange it. I’ll take any I obtain with me to the ANA Counterfeit 
Symposium in July, where there is supposed to be an X-ray diffrac- 
tion machine, which should be of assistance in this quest. If any- 
comes of this, I shall inform you promptly. 

My wife and I continue to enjoy your ’Early Paper Money’ 
and ’1804’ books, Fortnately for me, she is also a dedicated 
numismatist.

Thank you for your very prompt response to my letter of 4 October 1977, in- 
closing copies of your charter and by-laws. 

Since my wife and I have no natural objects of our affection, we plan on

Missed seeing you at the Houston Convention. It was even more frenetic than 
ever, what with the hotels being about a mile away from the bourse and exhibits, 
and with well over 300 dealers' tables! 

At the Convention I managed to run down Volumes II and III of AMlJRICAN STA'IE 
PAPERS - FINANCE, and I have them tucked into my library. Now I need only Volume I. 

I did not add any U S Mint collection, so the want list you have is, 

unfortunately, still current. 

In catcliixig up with my reading after the Convention, I did find your item in 
the COIN WORLD of 23 August re your copy of the 1913 Indian Head nickel. I dug out 
my Hint Reports and find the Philadelphia Mint for the years 1903—1906 and 1908, 
and the San Francisco Mint for the years 1908 through 1913, struck Philippine 1 
centavo coins, from an alloy of 95?» copper, and 5/® zinc and tin, the finished coins 
weighing 5.18 grams and were 25nun in diameter. Now the standard nickel weighs 5.00g 
and is 21.21mmin diameter. Thus, both mints had cut lager blanks, larger than the 
cent, from the cent/centavo alloy... so maybe with some judicious 'squashing down' 
on the upsetting machine, a centavo blank was reduced in size to fit the nickel 
collar. Vhat does you piece weight, Eric? 

I do not believe density (specific gravity) determination is going to help a 
great deal. The theoretical density of the cent alloy is 3.9449, assixndng pure 
copper at 8.96 and tin at 7.30 and zinc/^ at 7.133. But mint grade copper just did 
not come up to 8.96, a,nd probably ran around 8.92—8.93. So, density of the cent 
alloy is about 8.8205, and using similar densities for cupro nickel, its density 
comes out to 8.9187, and the difference is Ulfo. This is really too close to call, 
and even then assumes very precise determinations, under laboratory conditions. 

It would be useful, however, to determine the density of your nickel and to determine 
the density of a one centavo piece, both the 1908 last Philadelphia year, and the 
1913 San Franeico centavo. That should be 1905 Philadelphia, since the years 1906 
and 1908 were proof years only. I'll try to run down one or more centavos and give 
you the densities I derive, and a copy of my system for density determination, 
which has been rtm through the National Bureau of Standards, so someone in your 
area caii determine the density of your nickel. 

There is a non-destructive method of determination of the metal content of 
your nickel, and that is neutron activation. There must be some university or lab- 
oratory in the St. Louis area which has the proper equipment. Nothing happens to 
the coin, except it has to be stored in a lead box for about a month, because it 
will have become radioactive. You will be able to get the composition of the .coin, 
down to tenths of a part per million, using neutron activation. And that will settle 
controversy for all time.

As Sherlock Holmes would have said to Watson about your 
Information concerning the Philippine coinage metal, "I think he*s got 
it The adulteration of piece is nickel and tin, and the Mint 
Reports seem to indicate zinc and tin. Would it be possible for you 
to make me a photocopy of the Mint Reports between 1903 and 1913 with 
respect to the content of the Philippine coinage? I may take a 
Philippine coin and have it analyzed chemically as well as by neutron 
activation. I have discussed neutron activation with a chemistry friend 
at Washington University here and he is ready to undertake the test. 

If they had such a metal in strip form I am sure it could be 
rolled to the proper thickness and the planchet cut normally. It is 
very exciting to research this point. 

I am delighted you got volumes 2 and 3 of the American State 
Papers - Finance.

Over last "weelcend I did acquire a Philippine centavo. After a lot of time 
£;etting the verdigris out of the letters and devices, and being sure the piece 
vas absolutely clean down to the metal, only, I ran the density (specific gravity) 
of the coin. It turned out to have a value of 8.84, somewhat higher then the 
figure of 8.82 as predicted in my letter of 13 September 1978, but still very 
close . 


Inclosed herewith are copies of my data sheets I developed for handouts in 
the counterfeit detection classes I have taught all over this country and Canada. 


You may care to have some careful technician do the density of your coin, 
but I recommend no cleaning of the coin. The value derived for density won't be 
out that much. The distilled water used will not harm the coinj afterward, be 
sure to air-dry thouroughly before placing ixt storage. You might even consider 
using a bit of medicinal olive oil to seal the surfaces, carefully blotting off 
any excess with camera lens tissue (scratchless).

llerewitli photocopies of what I have, as per your req^uest of 19 September 1978. 

I do not have all the Mint Reports from 1903 through 1913, but I do have most 
of them. Consistently, they only mention bronze for the Philippine centavo and 
half-centavo when spealcing of the coinage directly. Incl 1 hereto is from the 
Fiscal Year 1914 (1 July 1913 - 30 June 1914) Report, and it is evident tin and 
zinc were the alloying metals for mixture with copper. I did pencil in the per- 
centages, but the San Francisco Mint probably had a little of each of the three 
metals left over from the pirevious year’s procurement, as metals, or in scissel 
or honeycomb left over from punching blanks, or both. 

Incl 2 is from a very recent publication of the Bureau of the Mint. It con- 
sistently calls for 95?o copper and 5fo zinc and tin for the centavo and half-cent- 
avo . 


In the Mint Report for FI 1902, p. 113, I can across the following quote 
from tlie U.S. Statutes, Chap 1369, Laws of 1901-02: 

” §79. The alloy of the five-centavo pjiece shall be copper and nickel, to 

be composed of three-fourths copper and one-fourth nickel. The 
alloy of the one-centavo and one-half centavo piece shall be ninety- 
five percentum of copr^er and zinc, in such proportions as shall be 
determined bv said ?overnment. The weight of the five-centavo piece 
shall be seventy seven and sixteen hundreths grains troy and of the 
one-centavo piece eighty grains troy and of the one-half centavo 
piece forty grains troy." 

It is obvious to me there is somethiiig omj^itted from the statute as quoted, since 
as quoted only 95^ of the metal is called for. You might care to check this out 
in the library of a law school in your area. VTiiile there, you mijljt also check out 
the Act of March 3, 1903, vhch has something to do with the coinage authorized for 
the Philippines - I cannot tell exactly from its use in the Mint Rei) 0 rts. 

I inclose the centavo I worked on for you - you nay well have more use for 
it than I shall have in the future. Also, I include my ticket covering its physicals. 

All good wishes, as always, and when you come to a conclusion regarding your 
50 1913 piece, please let me know.

SrECIFIC GRAVITY rP.OCEDURE 


1 . 



2. Balance must be placed on a level surface, front to rear and side to side. Permit the 

balance to assume room temperature before use. 

3. Ese steam distilled, deionized vater. The 'distilled' water your druggist uses for pre- 

scriptions is likely USP filtered water, not good enough for your jewel of a coin! 

4. Use a drop or two of a strong kitchen detergent or kodali Photo-Flo 200 Solution in the 

water to minimize the meniscus effect of the water where the suspension device nasses 
through tile surface of the water. 

5. Use as small a diameter wire suspension device as will support the coin. Copper wire 

about 0.0065" is just about right - mine comes from a discarded IV choke. 

6. Figure out some way to adjust the beaker or water container for height, so you may main- 

tain the "wetted" length of the suspension device when immersed in the water. When the 
coin and suspension device are immersed in the water, the water will be displaced up- 
wards in the beaker, as compared with the suspension device alone, without coin, and 
consequently the beaker must be lowered to assure identical "wetted" length of the sus- 
pension device. A modified laboratory jack works well here. 

7. Provide yourself with an accurate F° or C° thermometer. 

3. The coin must be absolutely sanitary. Since we are concerned with mass vs. volume, any- 
thing on the surface of the coin, encrusted dirt, grease, tar, etc., is going to result 
in an erroneous specific gravity figure. I prefer to use a magnesium leaf, in hot, hot 
water in a glass bowl, iv*ith a generous shot of kitchen detergent. The principle here is 
that of ion displacement. It is amazing how 1 to 2 minutes per side on the leaf will 
sanitize a coin! It will be squeaky clean! And so will your fingers! A very soft bristle 
brush may be used to get encrustations out of the reeding. Use Jewelustre or similar 
solutions only as a last resort, one jar for gold and one for silver. Otherwise, you 
may get into a plating situation. Always wash Jewelustre off in cold running water and 
neutralize by washing with soap and water, and then rinse in running water. 

9. be sure there are no air drafts from fans, airconditioning or heating to deflect the bal- 
ance. \7ear a maslv to prevent your breath from affecting the balance. Turn off radios, 
florescent lights, etc., in the immediate vicinity of the balance to eliminate any 
electrical fields. 

10. Balance the balance, that is, zero the balance. 

11. Ueigh the coin in air = CA. Record the weight. 

12. Record the initial temperature of the water, in F° or C° = . 

13. 'i/eigh the suspension device in water = SV. Record weight. Carefully note length of sus- 

pension device "wetted" in water. Malie certain there are no air bubbles on the device! 

14. Weigh coin and suspension device in water, adjusting water level so same length of sus- 

pension device is "wetted" = (C-I-S)W. Record weight. Again, rw air bubbles! 

15. Remove coin and suspension device from balance, and check balance for zero. If balance 

does i:ot return to zero, start over again with Step 10. 

15. Record final temperature of water, in F° or C° = T^. 

17. Average temperature of water, ♦ 2 = TM. Record TM. 

18. Determine density of water at TM° from charts provided = V7D. Record WD. 

19. determine weight of coin in water = (C-t-S)W - SV = CV. Record CV. 

20. Determine weight loss of coin in water = CA - C¥ = CL. Record CL. 

21 . Determine volume of coin = CL ♦ WD = ^cm = CV. Record CV.
